ON THE NEW ROAD. 
Leaving Los Angeles early im the 
morning the party went out through 
Eastlake Park to the El Monte road, 
whith, at this end, is dusty and rough. 
A little way beyond the city limits 
the machines giided upon a piece of 
smooth, firm roadbed tnat offered the 
best going of anything encountered on 
the entire trip, except the asphalt 
pavements of the city.
